Davis sold the business to J. M. Wilkinson and 
retired, his son, Harry F., going with J. R. Wel- 
din & Co. Two years later Mr. Davis and his 
son purchased the business, and have continued 
it under the name of R. S. Davis & Co. until the 
present time. It was a small store when it came 
into the hands of Mr. Davis and his son, whose 
management has built it up to what it is at pres¬ 
ent, they having five or six times the trade of 
the store they purchased. Mr. Davis will con¬ 
tinue to make his headquarters at 96 Fifth Ave¬ 
nue, although not actively engaged. 

Philadelphia, Pa.—J ordan Bros, have sold 
their old book department to William H. Smith, 
who has opened a new and old book store at 119, 
North 9th Street.

THE NET PRICE SYSTEM. 

One of the more sensible recent contributions 
to the discussion of the discount question is that 
of Mr. H. B. Collins of Cassell & Co., which 
appeared in the March issue of the London Book¬ 
man* 

Mr. Collins opens his remarks by pointing out 
that the system of giving discount on books for 
cash is by no means new in the book trade. He 
remembers thirty-five years ago a bookseller in 
Exeter advertising id . in u. off for cash, but 
thinks Glasgow led the way some sixteen years 
since in offering 3^. off — and since then it has 
spread throughout the Kingdom, and not for 
cash only, but many booksellers are compelled 
to allow it off credit also. The evil, he rightly 
claims, began and has been carried on to its 
present excess by competition among the book¬ 
sellers themselves. Indeed he might have 
claimed as justly that the evil is as old as the 
book trade itself — a case being on record of a 
protest being made by certain booksellers of 
Leipzig on April 11, 1668, against the evil of 
allowing book buyers a discount of five, sometimes 
six, per cent. This protest seems to have had 
but little effect, for the evil grew steadily. To 
meet it the bookseller demanded of the pub¬ 
lisher or printer an increased trade discount, so 
that it reached the ridiculous height of fifty per 
cent. In the early part of this century a number 
of German publishing houses adopted a net 


system allowing a maximum discount of fifteen 
per cent. Later, owing to the demands of the 
bookseller, the discount was gradually raised 
until the rule became an average discount of a 
third (33^ %). Later again the discount was re¬ 
duced to a quarter (25 %) which we believe is now 
the rule. Mr. Collins also arrives at the opinion 
that the remedy recently proposed, viz., the net 
system, is impracticable even if i^ were feasible; 
who, he asks, “ is to enforce its general adoption, 
or continuance if adopted ? ” 

To the suggestion that the publishers are the 
persons to see that the plan is carried out, he 
replies that it is manifestly impossible to expect 
all the publishers to unite and work harmoni¬ 
ously for this object; to investigate the actions 
of their patrons and to strike good customers 
from their lists on the strength of reports re¬ 
ceived. Supposing even the net system was in 
general u£e for a time, as long as human nature 
lasts there will be competition; gradually dis¬ 
counts would be offered to induce sales; and in a 
short time affairs would be in the same condition 
they are at present. 

The remedy must be found by the book¬ 
sellers themselves, and this effectual remedy 
Mr. Collins believes to be the formation of 
“a union or guild of booksellers in each town, 
agreeing together to certain conditions as to 
the retail trade, after taking all circumstances 
into consideration.” In some towns in England 
this has been already done, id. in is, being al¬ 
lowed strictly for cash on stock books at is. 6 d. 
and upwards, all below is. 6 d. being sold at the 
published price. This plan is certainly not im¬ 
practicable, at any rate not nearly as imprac¬ 
ticable as the proposed union of publishers, for 
in any large town the number of booksellers 
necessary to unite together would not be very 
great and any reasonable plan for fairer trade 
would be gladly welcomed by the smaller dealers 
and news agents who feel the pinch most se¬ 
verely. In fact the arrangement would be re¬ 
duced to the formation of a mutual agreement 
between the leading booksellers of each town, 
and this uniting of the trade in self defence would 
probably solve the difficulty and lead to fairer 
and better general conditions of trade. 

This is also practically what the Virginia book¬ 
sellers, and, more recently, those of the North¬ 
west, are striving to do. Thus far the Southern 
trade has had every reason to feel satisfied with 
the experiment, and has met with encourage¬ 
ment enough to extend * on still broader lines. 
Whether the movement will succeed and become 
lasting depends altogether upon the integrity of 
the individuals engaged in it. 


Unfortunately all combinations in commer¬ 
cial specialties suffer from one radical flaw — the 
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•sense of honor in all concerned is not high 
enough to hold them strictly to their obligations. 
We are far from meaning to reflect upon the 
book trade, but in every large congregation there 
are some weak brethren. Into the store of 
these a customer comes, desiring to buy fifty 
dollars’ worth of books. The brother offers a 
discount according to rule; the customer says he 
can do better and is withdrawing, when the 
brother’s cupidity proving too strong for his 
moral obligation, he calls the buyer back and 
throws off five per cent, additional. Perhaps 
seven out of ten brethren would let the customer 
go, but would the other three do likewise ? If 
they didn’t, how long would an obligation, thus 
rendered partly inoperative, restrain even the 
most conscientious, who could obey it only by 
the ruinous sacrifice of their material interests ? 
The principle of the proposed reform is sound; 
but to its successful application, not only a truer 
harmony of opinion than now exists in the book 
trade is prerequisite, but also a more general 
preference of strict good faith in practice to pe¬ 
cuniary profit. 

THE ORGANIZATION OF THE GERMAN 
BOOK TRADE.—II. 

BY ED. ACKERMANN. 

An important aid in the business of the Leip¬ 
zig agent is the Bestellanstalt , a clearing-house, 
belonging to the association of German book¬ 
sellers, known as the Boenen-Verein , which 
counts among its members almost every German 
bookseller and publisher. There are in Leipzig 
164 agencies representing over 7500 booksellers 
and publishers. Many of these agencies repre¬ 
sent over one hundred firms, the two largest 
having over five hundred names on their list. As 
these agents receive daily about 5000 orders, 
circulars, etc., it would naturally be supposed 
that the distribution of this matter would require 
an army of distributing clerks and messengers. 
But such is not the case. The orders, circulars, 
etc., are all turned in to the clearing-house where 
they are rapidly assorted according to the 
agents by special clerks and returned in several 
daily deliveries. They are then finally assorted 
by the agents and despatched to their rightful 
destination. The cost of maintaining this clear¬ 
ing-house amounts to about 15,000 marks a year, 
which is contributed by the agents, who are 
divided into classes and taxed according to the 
size of their business, the largest firms paying 
about one thousand marks annually and the 
smallest something like three marks. 

Among German booksellers and publishers 
yearly accounts are the rule, running from Janu¬ 
ary 1 to December 31. The greater part of the 
business is done “ on sale,” the publishers send¬ 
ing out the bulk of their new publications either 
without order or (as many retailers prefer to 
choose their stock themselves) according to the 
orders received in answer to the announcements 
in the Boersenblalt , the daily trade paper, or to 
the special order lists announcing each new 
publication which are usually sent to all the book¬ 
sellers. 


This “on sale” method has several advan¬ 
tages : the publications become generally known 
all over Germany ; equally large assortments of 
new books are found in the smallest as in the 
largest towns, and the sale of books is largely in¬ 
creased. It is also in accordance with this 
method that the retail bookseller sends to his 
customers “on approval” new books in which 
he believes them especially interested. At the 
end of the year the publishers send printed blank 
invoices to the retail booksellers stating which 
books must be returned and which, if unsold, 
maybe brought forward on a new “on sale” 
account. Then begins the great trial of the year 
for the German bookseller: turning over the 
stock and arranging it according to publishers, 
returning unsold copies and settling the yearly 
accounts ; while for the publisher begins the 
much dreaded season of “ crabs,” as the returned 
unsold stock is called. At this time, also, anoth¬ 
er advantage of the Leipzig clearing-house be¬ 
comes evident, viz., in the payment of annual 
statements by the agents on account of their 
principals. This takes place during the week 
between Jubilate and Cantate and concludes with 
great festivity at the annual meeting of the book¬ 
sellers’ association which is held in the new and 
handsome booksellers’ exchange building in 
Leipzig and attended by publishers and book¬ 
sellers from all parts of Germany.' 

A few statistics of the German book trade may 
here be given : In 1890 there were in Germany 
7474 booksellers, including publishers, retaders, 
dealers in art publications, music, etc. Of book 
publishers alone there were 1165 ; art publishers, 
266 ; music publishers, 230; second-hand book¬ 
sellers, 195 ; art-dealers, 132 ; music-dealers, 220; 
the remainder carried on a business in two or 
more of these branches. These 7474 booksellers 
are scattered over 1645 cities, the 1160 German 
cities containing 5697. Berlin leads the list with 
720 booksellers in a population of 1,500,000; 
Vienna with a population of 1,252,000, has about 
200 ; Stuttgart with 126,000 inhabitants has 134, 
and Leipzig counts about 600 booksellers in a 
population of 300,000 souls. The literary pro¬ 
duction of last year in Germany amounted to 
8875 works. 


A TRIBUTE TO AMERICAN ART. 

The Society of American Wood-Engravers has 
just received the “ Diploma of Honor,” awarded 
it by the jury of the International Art Exhibition 
of Berlin for 1891. There was no higher prize 
than this given, and it is a trophy to be proud of. 
The society which has obtained this distinguished 
recognition has just completed the tenth year of 
its existence. Its purpose is to “ advance art in 
wood-engraving.” Its effort in furtherance of this 
object was the production five years ago of a col¬ 
lection of twenty-five large engravings from the 
work of American artists, which was published 
by Harper & Brothers in two forms — an Edition 
de luxe , consisting of a portfolio of “ Japan 
proofs,” and a popular edition in which the en¬ 
gravings were printed on heavy plate paper. 

The society has won honors in two other* in¬ 
ternational exhibitions—in that of Vienna, 1883, 
and of the Exposition Universelle, at Paris, in 
1889. At present, according to Harper's Weekly , 
it is employed under the encouragement of Hal¬ 
sey C. Ives, Commissioner of Fine Arts, in getting 
up a unique exhibit of original and purely art¬ 
work for the Columbian Exhibition.

NORTHWESTERN BOOKSELLERS AND NEWS¬ 
DEALERS' ASSOCIATION. 

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS. 

Whereas, Organization, concert of action 
and comparison of ideas are necessary to advance¬ 
ment of any cause, and believing there is room 
for the elevation and extension of knowledge and 
general information among booksellers and 
newsdealers of the Northwest, and that there 
exists a necessity for union of action, mutual pro¬ 
tection and interest, and that such results can be 
best accomplished by organization ; Therefore be 
it resolved , That the booksellers and news¬ 
dealers of various States in the Northwest do 
hereby organize into a permanent association 
for the purpose of nurturing and protecting their 
mutual interest, and that they adopt the follow¬ 
ing Constitution and By-laws. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article I.—This Association shall be called 
The Northwestern Booksellers and Newsdealers’ 
Association. 

Article II. Objects . —The aim of this Asso¬ 
ciation shall be to unite the booksellers and 
newsdealers of the Northwest for social, educa¬ 
tional and protective purposes, assistance and 
encouragement; to prevent unnecessary compe¬ 
tition and establish uniform prices and discounts, 
and in harmony work for the general good, pre¬ 
senting an unbroken front to publishers and 
manufacturers; that we may aid each other in 
procuring goods upon the most advantageous 
terms. 

Article III. Membership. — Any person of 
good moral character residing and doing a regu¬ 
lar book and news business in the Northwest 
shall be eligible to membership. 

Article IV. Officers. —The officers of this 
Association shall be a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Assistant Secretary, Treasurer and 
Board of Directors of seven members ; in ad¬ 
dition to which the President, Vice-President, 
Secretaries and Treasurer shall b z. ex-officio mem¬ 
bers, all of whom shall be elected annually by 
ballot and shall hold office until the election of 
their successors. 

Article V. Duties of Officers. —The Presi¬ 
dent, or in his absence the Vice-President shall 
preside at all meetings of the Association ; call 
special meetings at the request of five members ; 
shall present at each annual meeting a report of 
the operations of the Association ; shall request 
such subjects as he may think worthy of consid¬ 
eration, and perform such other duties as pertain 
to his office. The Secretary shall keep a record 
of the proceedings of the Association. He shall 
keep a roll of members with their residences. 
He shall receive and file all official communica¬ 
tions. The Assistant Secretary shall, on pay¬ 
ment of the initiation fee, place on the books of 
the Association the name of each member elected ; 
collect all dues, fines, assessments, etc. ; keep 
just and true accounts between the Association 
and its members ; pay to the Treasurer all money 
received on each night of meeting and take his 
receipt therefor. He shall notify members who 
shall be in arrears of the amount due by them, 
and that, in order to be reinstated in the Associa¬ 
tion they are required to pay such sum. He 
shall furnish semi-annual and yearly reports of 
all money received by him ; of all the members 
gained and lost by the Association and the cause 


of such ; of the members in good standing ; of 
money in bank and in the hands of the Treasurer ; 
and state whether it was received as fines, dues, 
initiation, or from what source it came, and de¬ 
clare the amount received every meeting night 
and from whom received, before the meeting ad¬ 
journs. The Treasurer shall receive and pay 
out on proper vouchers all moneys received by 
him as Treasurer and make an annual report of 
the same. 

Article VI. Board of Directors 0 —The Board 
of Directors, of which the President, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent, Secretaries and Treasurer shall be ex-officio 
members, shall investigate applications for mem¬ 
bership, prepare for publication any proceeding 
they may deem proper ; examine Treasurer’s ac¬ 
counts before each annual meeting, and have 
charge of all business not otherwise assigned. 
Three shall constitute a quorum. 

Article VII. Meetings. —The annual meet¬ 
ing of the Association shall be held during July 
of each year, subject to the call of the Board of 
Directors. 

Article VIII. Special Meetings. — Special 
meetings of the Association shall be called by 
the President upon written request of five mem¬ 
bers. The notice shall state objects of meeting. 

Article IX. By-Laws. — This Association 
may establish for its future government and 
regulation such By-laws as do not conflict with 
this Constitution, as may be deemed proper and 
advisable. 

Article X. Amending Constitution. — This 
Constitution shall not be amended except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members. 

BY-LAWS. 

Article I. Quorutn. —Ten members shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Article II. Membership. — The names of 
persons applying for membership shall be pre¬ 
sented to the Board of Directors, and upon their 
favorable report the Secretary shall receive such 
names as members. 

Article III. Dues. —The Dues shall be $1.00 
per annum, which shall be paid to the Treasurer 
within one month after the annual meeting. 
Each member shall sign the Constitution and 
By-Laws, which they can do by mail by request¬ 
ing Secretary to add name to list of membership 
after having been recommended by Board of 
Directors. 

Article IV. Rules. —Cushing’s Parliamentary 
rules shall govern this Association. 

Article V. Membership . — Membership of 
this Association shall be by firm, but each indi¬ 
vidual member of a firm shall be eligible to mem¬ 
bership. Said firm shall be entitled to but one 
vote.

Its avowed purpose 
is to “ promote acquaintance among authors, 
to secure a clear understanding of the position 
and rights of authors in literary property ; to 
furnish information to authors as to copyright 
laws, methods of publishing and forms of con¬ 
tracts ; to assist authors in gaining accurate in¬ 
formation as to the true value of their produc¬ 
tions, and, when necessary, to secure that value, 
and to endeavor to elevate American literature.” 
Its trustees are Will Carleton, Alfred H. Moment, 
Charles B. Lewis, Katharine Hodges, Mary F. 
Seymour, E. P. Ingersoll, Eleanor Kirk Ames, 
Esther Hermann and Julia W. D. Thompson. 
The principal office of the Society is to be in 
New York City. 


TARIFF DECISIONS. 

The Board of United States General Apprais¬ 
ers has rendered the following decisions on pro¬ 
tests of importers: 

E. Schuberth & Co. v . Collector at New York 
—“Sheet Music,” imported October 26, 1891. 
'Duty was assessed as printed matter under 
paragraphs 420 and 423, N. T. Collector af¬ 
firmed. 

Breitkopf & Hartel, v. Collector at New 
York — “ Printed Music in Foreign Languages.” 
The claim of the importers that the merchan¬ 
dise was free under paragraph 513, was sus¬ 
tained. 

Geo. D. Smith v. Collector at New York— 
“So-called Books—Lithographic Prints,” im¬ 
ported July 17, 1891. The merchandise was 
catalogues containing lithographic prints of lace, 
and the only printing was advertisements. The 
board held that the goods were dutiable at 35 per 
cent, ad valorem under paragraph 420 N. T., as 
assessed by the collector. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Lyman W. Case, a retired lawyer and former 
book publisher in Hartford, Conn., died April 
27, at Winsted, Conn. He was widely known as 
a freethinker and writer. Although a man of 
large means, he spent a great deal of his time in 
study in a log-cabin perched on a dizzy height 
known as Mount Case. Locally he was much 
loved for his charities. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Mrs. Elizabeth E. Evans has made an ex¬ 
haustive study of the Kaspar Hauser literature, 
new and old, and her just finished narrative is on 
the eve of publication. 

We regret to hear that Dr. Sanders’ mam¬ 
moth lexicon of the German language—the work 
of thirty years—cannot find a publisher. No one 
has the courage to undertake the risk of pub¬ 
lishing so expensive a work. Very likely the Ger¬ 
man Government in time may be prevailed upon 
to give its assistance in the matter. 

Professor Adolph Gaspary, of the University 
of Breslau, Germany, who died a few weeks 
ago, unfortunately did not complete his “ History 
of Italian Literature.” The first volume of the 
huge work appeared in 1885. The history prom¬ 
ised to be the most exhaustive review of Italian 
literature in the German language. The first 
volumes were welcomed by the critics, and great 
regret is felt in Germany at the author’s death. 
Efforts will be made, it is said, to continue the 
work. 

Mrs. Oliphant, notwithstanding the amount 
of fiction at present appearing from her pen, is 
making rapid progress with her “Life of Dr. 
Chalmers,” which she is writing for the English 
Leaders of Religion series. Mrs. Oliphant has 
brought out in England a new edition of her 
biography of Laurence Oliphant, and has inserted 
therein a few words in reply to the carping dis¬ 
ciples of Thomas Lake Harris, the prophet of 
Oliphant’s sorrowful experiment. She does not 
retract nor soften down anything in her original 
statements and comments. 

Henry C. Lea is passing through the press a 
new work, called “A Formulary of the Papal 
Penitentiary in the Thirteenth Century,” and 
based upon an old manuscript possessing a singu¬ 
lar interest. The Penitentiary was the body en¬ 
trusted with the Papal power of absolution and 
dispensation throughout Europe, and its use of 
this power, as exemplified in the several hundred 
cases embodied in the Formulary, throws light 
upon many points in the relations between the 
Holy See and the rest of Christendom and on the 
morals and manners of the period. The text of 
the ms. will be accompanied with an introduction 
and notes by Mr. Lea. The whole will make an 
octavo volume of about 200 pages. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

“The Knight Errant: being a magazine of ap¬ 
preciation,” is the title of a sumptuous new 
quarterly review of the liberal arts, the first 
issue of which has just been published from the 
Elzevir Press, 106 Pearl Street, Boston. The re¬ 
view is a quarto (ioj^ x 13 inches) printed artis¬ 
tically on a rich laid paper, and embellished with 
a number of decorative head and tail pieces and 
initials by B. G. Goodhue. The table of con¬ 
tents of the first issue may give a slight idea of the 
literary character of the review: “ An Apology,” 
by the editors; a poem, by Louise Imogen Guiney, 
entitled “ The Knight Errant;” “A portion of 
an address given in 1888,” by Charles Eliot Nor¬

Ginn & Co. have just ready a new manual of 
single and double entry book-keeping, entitled 
“ Business Book-keeping,” by George E. Gay, 
Principal of the Malden, Mass., High School. It 
is adapted for school use and is scientifically ar¬ 
ranged, the forms used having been selected from 
those in use by the best book-keepers of Boston 
and New York. 

R. C. Hartranft, Phila., announces a 
cheaper edition in paper covers of “ Was Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln a Spiritualist ?” The cloth-bound 
edition is now in its fourth thousand. Mr. 
Hartranft has in preparation a work entitled 
“ Life in Two Spheres,” by Hudson Tuttle, the 
well-known spiritualistic writer of Ohio, for which 
there are advance orders for two thousand copies. 

Harper & Bros, have published Dr. George 
Birkbeck Hill’s “ Letters of Dr. Samuel John¬ 
son,” issued in a handsome two-volume edition. 
Although this work does not contain any of the 
letters given by Boswell, it is a thoroughly com¬ 
plete collection and shows Dr. Johnson as a 
correspondent as no other publication has done. 
It is a fitting companion to the handsome “ Bos¬ 
well’s Life of Johnson,” also edited by Dr. Hill, 
recently published by the same house. 

William McCracken, Jr., publishing agent 
of the Pittsburg Book Directory of the Meth¬ 
odist Protestant Church, who has for over twenty 
years been connected with the business depart¬ 
ment of the Book Concern, severs his connection 
with that association this month. Mr. McCracken 
entered the Pittsburg Book Directory in Novem¬ 
ber, 1871, and since 1882 has occupied the posi¬ 
tion of business manager. His judicious business 
methods largely increased the circulation of the 
Methodist Recorder and the Sunday-school publi¬ 
cations of the Book Concern, and during the ten 
years that he has been the agent of the Directory 
the net capital has increased very nearly two 
hundred per cent. 

Cassell Publishing Co. have just put a new 
edition of W. H. Mallock’s novel, “ A Human 
Document,” on the market, to take the place of 
the first edition, in which the last eight chapters 
had been omitted. This omission was not the re¬ 
sult of carelessness on the part of the New York 
publishers, who had set up the book from sheets 
bought of the London publishers. The sheets 
were sent from London in one package and it was 
necessary for the book to be rushed through the 
press for simultaneous publication in both coun¬ 
tries. The “ reader” reported that the story end¬ 
ed very abruptly, but the discovery that it was 
incomplete was not made until the book was 
bound and in circulation. The Cassells will 
either furnish the missing chapters to all who 
have bought the incomplete book, or will ex¬ 
change for the correct edition. 

The International Bible Agency, 150 Fifth 
Avenue, N. Y., have secured the control of the 
line of Bibles and Testaments made by William 
Collins, Sons & Co., referred to by us in our issue 
ofthe 16th ult. The agency, in fact, will here¬ 
after have exclusive control in this country of all 
the publications in this line issued by Collins. 
They have adopted the general title of the Inter¬ 
national Bible Series for their various issues, 
which will include Bibles of all sizes from pearl 
to pica, printed on both extra white and super¬ 


fine India paper made especially for them. There 
will be new sizes of type, new bindings, and a 
complete set of new helps and maps for the 
Teachers’ editions, edited under the supervis¬ 
ion of scholars of America and Great Britain. 
Especial care has been taken in the selection of 
paper and leather and in every detail of manu¬ 
facture, and the finest workmanship employed in 
all departments. New catalogues and a line of 
samples will be ready early in June. 

A. J. Holman & Co., Philadelphia, will publish 
in June a “ Self-Pronouncing Sunday-School 
Teacher’s Bible,” which they will issue in a 
Jubilee Memorial edition , in commemoration of 
the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America. The new and important feature of 
this publication is that every proper name in the 
text is syllabified, accented and diacritically 
marked according to the best modern standards 
of pronounciation, thus making the Bible “ self¬ 
pronouncing,” and obviating the difficulties often 
met with in the pronounciation of Scripture 
names.
